A G R E A T DILEM M A . 


The poor senators and representatives in 
the national 
congress 
are 
in a terrible 
pickle and know not which way to turn. 
And ifs all on account of the bonus bill. 
The tremendous pressure that had been 
brought to hear upon them by friends of 
adjusted compensation was so successful 
that both houses had decided that the only 
thing to do was to pass the bill and to this 
end the legislative channels were duly pre­ 
pared. 
But, just as things were in proper shape 
for this action and all seemed serene, up 
bobbed organized opposition from the vari­ 
ous interests that to a more or less extent 
would be compelled to provide the funds 
necessary to pay the former soldiers. 
Of 
course the war and 
after-war 
profiteers 
were the first to object 
But that was to 
be expected and things w*ere fixed up for 
them a1! right by doing away with the ex­ 
cess profits tax. 
But that didn’t end the 
matter. Protests began coming in from all 
directions and from almost every line of 
business upon which it was proposed to 
levy any portion of the tax for this especial 
purpose. 
Business interests revolted at a raise in 
the letter postal rate; publishers of great 
city newspapers and magazines denounced 
any increase in the second class 
rate on 
their publications; the automobile manu­ 
facturers and automobile users protested at 
the proposal to tax cars according to their 
horse power; commercial 
bodies insisted 
that there be no sales tax, and as a matter 
of fact not one of the various ways suggest­ 
ed for raising the bonus money, but had 
some body of men raising objections and 
registering protests. And the avalanche of 
objections and protests that 
have 
been 
pouring upon the congressmen through ev­ 
ery mail has scared them nearly to death. 
That they’ll he beat if they do and beat if 
they don’t is about the w ay they look on the 
situation and naturally they are in a panic, 
because if there is one thing that a senator 
or representative doesn’t want to do ifs to 
lose his job. 
The republicans in this awful situation 
have appealed 
to the 
president to help 
them out and are now waiting for him to 
suggest a way by which they may escape 
the fate that apparently awaits them. 
The democrats, however, must make up 
their own minds as to which horn of the di­ 
lemma to take, as they have no powerful 
friend to come to their aid in an endeavor 
to avert a catastophy. 
What the president will do. or what he 
can do in the circumstances, is a matter for 
speculation. The same forces that have put 
fear of defeat in the hearts of the legisla­ 
tors stand ready to tell him a few things 
also and it may be taken for granted that 
he don’t want to run up against the buzz 
paws of the various interests concerned if 
possible to avert it. 
The outcome will be awaited with inter­ 
est.

tion anew to the Prince of Wales, who is 
still in that disturbed country. In a period 
not abounding in respect for royalty the 
heir to the British throne has rendered him­ 
self pretty well immune to shafts of ridi­ 
cule usualy leveled at heirs to thrones. His 
Indian tour is demonstrating the fact that 
he is not purely ornamental. He is in India 
on serious business— namely, an attempt to 
allay the discontent prevailing there— and 
it is rather a dangerous business, too, and 
one which calls for some courage on his 
part. 
Of course, the prince is well guarded. 
The most elaborate precautions are taken 
to safeguard his person, and it would not be 
easy for some fanatical Hindu of Moham­ 
medan to get at him, Nevertheless, there is 
a certain amount of risk and it may be con­ 
siderable. 
This is well understood in Eng­ 
land, where it is no secret that fears for the 
prince’s safety are general among the peo­ 
ple. 
It is safe to say that when he comes 
home he will get a particularly hearty wel­ 
come because of the 
general 
recognition 
that he has been on a grave 
and perilous 
mission for the empire. 
The boyish-look- 
ing prince is demonstrating that 
princes 
may be of some use after all and that they 
can upon occasion do a man’s work and do 
it well. 


S T U F F E D LION IN T H E P A T H ? 
From the Springfield Republican. 
Congressman Bourke Cockran winds a 
source of worry in the 
five-power naval 
treaty because it violates the constitution. 
Everyone should have been prepared for 
this. 
The Cockran resolution calls our at­ 
tention to paragraph 13, section 8, article 
I: 
“The congress shall have power 
• 
* 
. 
to provide and maintain a navy.” 
This power is unqualified; it can neither 
be added to nor subtracted from. No treaty 
can deprive congress of its powers granted 
by the constitution. 
It follows that after 
the five-power treaty is ratified, 
con­ 
gress could ignore it at any time and make 
the navy as big as it pleased. 
Such obvi­ 
ously is Mr. Cockran’s argument. 
The argument is sound, constitutionally 
speaking. 
The supreme court has decided 
that aa act of congress subsequent to the 
ratification of a treaty overrides the treaty 
in case 
congress 
legislates on a subject 
placed by the constitution within its juris­ 
diction. 
But while congress 
would 
have 
pow er to annul this naval reduction treaty, 
congress would never do it except under 
conditions that made its action conform to 
the mandate of the people. 
A perfect precedent for this treaty is the 
convention between the United States and 
Great Britain to limit the size of their re­ 
spective naval forces on the Great Lakes. 
That has stood for over a century. At any 
time congress could have upset it by legis­ 
lation; once or twice such legislation has 
been seriously proposed. 
But the popular 
instinct has been to maintain 
the 
agree­ 
ment in its original integrity and congress 
has bow ed to the popular will.

N E R V O U S A B O U T M EXICO. 


It is surprising to learn from Assistant 
Secretary of War Wainwright and Major 
General Harboard, deputy chief of staff, 
that there is a strong demand from Amer­ 
ican communities all along the 
Mexican 
border that more American troops should 
be stationed there. 
“At every station on 
the Mexican border,” says the statement 
issued by these two officials upon their re­ 
turn from their inspection trip, “meetings 
were held with 
the 
citizens, at their re­ 
quest, to permit them 
to 
present 
their 
claims for more troops.” 
It might be suggested that all army post 
towns are always glad to get more troops 
because the presence of additional troops 
boosts business in these tight times. 
Yet 
this is hardly the explanation of the desire 
of the border communities for a larger con­ 
centration of military forces along the Mex­ 
ican frontier. 
Of course, the statement of 
the war department officials does not say 
so, but the implication is plain that along 
the Mexican border there is considerable 
nervousness as to the outlook. There seems 
to be a widespread idea in the southwest 
that the Mexica volcano is going to erupt 
again.

JEFFERSON CITY. MO., Feb. I t 
—All stale, county und municipal 
officials are subject to the state in­ 
come tax. except executive and judi­ 
cial officials who were in office be- 
bore the income tax law went into 
e je c t 
This is the substance of an 
opinion rendered by Special Assist­ 
ant Attorney General J. H. C arol­ 
ers. at the request of Cameron L. 
Orr, prosecuting attorney of Jack­ 
son county. 
The provision of the constitution 
I construed 
by 
Assistant 
Attorney 
j General Carothers in holding that 
; public officials are subject to the In- 
; come tax follows: 
“The compensa­ 
tion of public officers for public serv- 
! ice shall not be computed as a part 
, of the taxable income in such cases 
’ where the taxation would be repug- 
j naut to the constitution/* 
Aj-sictant Attorney General Caro­ 
thers stated that the constitution 
provides that the salary of no state, i 
county or municipal official can be 
raised during his term of office and I 
that for two classes of officials, the I 
constitution provides further 
that 
their salaries cannot be diminished! 
during their terms of office. In view I 
Ot this fact, Carothers holds, the 
taxing of salaries of executives and 
j judicial officials who were in office : 
at the time of the Income tax law 
( became effective In 1919, would be 
exempt from the tax. 
However, of- J 
ficoala of these two classes as well I 
as all other officials who have been 
elected and have taken office since? 
the income tax law became effiect-l 
tier or who may be elected to of­ 
fice In the future, are subject to the’ 
tax, according to the opinion. 
The officials included in the two 
excepted classes are, governor at­ 
torney general, secretary of state, 
state auditor, state treasurer, super­ 
intendent of schools, and 
all 
su­ 
preme, appellate and circuit court 
judges.
